WASHINGTON, Oct. 23— Was 
the threat of a government suit 
to establish legal ownership of 
oil-rich tidelands used as a po- 
litical club to shake generous con- 
tributions out of California oil 
firm executives in the 1944 presi- 


dential campaign? 

Or,’ to put it another way, were 
the oil company officials per 
suaded to make political contribu- 
tions on the assurance of admin- 
istration spokesmen that such 
campaign gifts would prevent the 
filing of the tidelands suit? 

On the other hand, was the fil- 
ing of the suit withheld in 1944 
specifically because such direct 
court action in a presidential cam- 
paign might have assumed the 
color of a warning flag to oil 
men to kick in with contributions 
or face the eonsequences? 

Presented herewith is an ac 
count of the events that prompt 
the question—an account which 
may enabie the reader to draw his 

conclusions: 

. ihe Post-Dispatch has been 
informed by a responsible source 
that in the 1944 campaign 
win W. Pauley, then treasurer of 
the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, told Interior Secretary 
Harold L. Ickes that substantial 
campaign contributions could be 
obtained from California tide- 
lands oil men if they were given 
assurance that the test suit 
against them would not be filed 
by the Administration. 

The Post-Dispatch was further 
informed that Pauley told Ickes 
he had recently discussed the 
test suit with President Roose 
velit. 

Ickes, said the Post-Dispatch’s 
source of information, refused to 
give any assurance as to the 
withholding of the court action, 
and on the contrary insisted 
that the courts must ultimately 
determine the legal ownership 
of the oil-laden tidelands, 

Pauley Denies It. 

Pauley, by his own admission 
to the writer, did go to Roose- 
velt in the presidential cam- 
paign and argue against the 
filing of the test suit by the De- 
partment of Justice. He said 
the President did not have “a 
very clear picture of the legal 
aspects of the tidelands contro- 
versy, and Pauley sought to 
clarify the situation. He denied 
that political considerations en- 
tered the discussion, and he has 
denied categorically to the Post- 
Dispatch the reported conversa- 
tion with Ickes. 

“| talked over the tidelands 
case with Ickes in 1940 or 1941,” 
Pauley said to the Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “but I did not discuss 
® with him at any time after 
that. In 1944 we weren’t even 
on speaking terms.” 

Secretary Ickes declined to 
comment and also refused to give 


any reason for declining to com-. 


ment, 

The Post-Dispatch’s informant, 
however, is a man of responsibil- 
ity, whose identity may not be 
disclosed, but whose credibility the 
Post- Dispatch has no reason to 
question. 

California oi] men with finan- 
cial stakes in offshore oil did 
make contributions to the party 
campaign fund in 1944. One re- 
port in the capital places the 
total figure at several hundred 
thousand dollars. 

Pauley'’s Talk With F.D.R. 

Pauley, multimillionaire oil 
operator with substantial financial 
investments in California tideland 
wells, told the Post-Dispatch he 
took his case directly to President 
Roosevelt in 1944’ when he heard 
tha’ Francis Biddle, then Attor- 
ney General, was about to file the 
test suit at the recommendation 
of Ickes. 

“IT told the President,” Pauley 
recounted, “that there had béen 
52 Supreme Court decisions up- 
holding the states’ rights over 
tidelands, and I saw no reason for 
harassing the states and the oil 
operators forever.” 

Fabulously rich oil deposits lie 
off the coast of California and in 
the Gulf of Mexico. Pauley’s Pet- 
rol Oil Corporation is one of a 
large number of independent oil

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ATOMIC BOMB 


TO BE TRIED 


ON FLEET OF SEIZED SHIPS 


Also Will Be Used as Depth Charge in Ex- 
periments Being Worked Out by 
U.S. Navy Officers.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 — Two 
experiments with atomic bombs 
which may determine the future 
of the navies of th world are be- 
ing worked out by naval officers 
here and in ‘e Pacific. 

The first will be designed to 
show the effect of the atomic 
bomb on a large fleet of surface 
craft, ranging from battleships to 
small landing vessels. The ships 
for this experiment will be taken 
from the Japanese and German 
fleets and our own surplus. 

The second is expected to show 
what happens when atomic force 
i~ used in deep water as a depth 
charge. 

This is the experiment which 
naval officers and scientists will 
watch with the greater interest 
because as yet the, have no data 
on the consequences f releasing 
such incalculable energy on the 
incompressibility of — ater. 

Will ships be crushed or thrown 
into the air. Will there be a 


minor earthquake? Officers and 
scientists do not know the an- 
swers. 

The two experiments entail wide 
and detailed planning. One diffi- 
culty has already arisen — what 
naval officers describe as the “‘dis- 
integration of the Manhattan En- 
gineer District project,” by which 
they mean the way scientists are 
rapidly leaving Government serv- 
ice to return to their peacetime 
occupations. Delay and confusion 
in Congress over atomic energy 
legislation are blamed for the loss 
of these irreplaceable men. 

Competent officers said an ade- 
quate number of bombs are avail- 
able for the experiments. For the 
underwater test, however, one of 
the first requirements will be a 
hydro-static “trigger,” not yet de- 
signed, but scientists say this will 
cause no undue delay. They have 
already worked out more compli- 
cated mechanisms. 

After a hydro-static trigger to 
set off the bomb at the desired 


depth under water is invented, the

SENATE COMMITTEE APPROVES 
$5,625,000,000 TAX CUT BILL 


Figure Is $4,000,000 Smaller Than 
Original Estimate of Reduc- 
“tions in Measure. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 23 (AP)— 
The Senate Finance ‘Committee 
today formally approved the new 
tax cutting bill, giving taxpayers a 


saving of $5,625,000,000 next year. 

The over-all figure, based on re- 
vised estimates by experts, is $4,- 
000,000 smaller than the original 
estimate of tax reductions in the 
Senate bill. 

Chairman George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, said there was only one last- 
minute attempt to amend the bill 
and that failed. Senator Vanden- 
berg (Rep.), Michigan, moved un- 
successfully to give corporations a 
retroattive $25,000 exemption from 
the excess profits tax, applicable 
to-1945 income. The proposal, along 
with several other changes, proba- 
bly will be renewed when the bil] 
is called up for action in the Sen- 
ate tomorrow, 


PRICE CEILING ON HOUSES 
URGED BY BOWLES AT HEARING

OPA Head Tells Senators 
“Pressures” Against Con- 
tinuing of Controls. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 (AP)— 
OPA Administrator Chester 
Bowles told Congress today there 
was plenty of “hot money” float- 
ing around, and argued that the 
situation called for continued price 
controls, expanded to include hous- 
ing. Reporting to the Senate 
Banking Committee on OPA’s anti- 
inflation work, Bowles talked of 
“pressures” against it. 

Bowles strongly urged ceilings 
on houses. Real estate men con- 
tend that such ceilings would 
strangle a badly-needed housing 
construction boom. 

“At least 3,000,000 American fam- 
ilies are expecting to build new 
homes during the next two or 
three years. . .. The supply of 
lumber, mill work, soil pipe, brick, 
pbuilding hardware and other 
items, however, remains extremely 
tight,” Bowles said.

ST. LOUIS VIEWED 
AS ON ThE SPOT 
IN WAR CHEST LAG 


Campaign Leader Says 
Failure Would Be Civic 
Calamity—Only 39 Pct. 
of Goal Attained to Date 


The threatened failure of the 
St. Louis War Chest campaign, 
which has reached only 39 per 
cent of its goal with merely three 
more days of solicitation, was dis- 
cussed yesterday at a meeting of 
about 90 members of the boards 
of directors of the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce and War Chest 
at the chamber offices at 511 
Locust street. 

Frank C. Rand, campaign presi- 
dent and also president of the 
International Shoe Co., told the 
meeting that St. Louis “wag on 
the spot.” The responsibility of 
the threatened failure of the drive, 
which would bé a civic calamity, 
he said, rested not only with the 
Chamber of Commerce and War 
Chest leaders, but with every citi- 
zen in the community. 

Four Steps Voted. 

After it was pointed out that 
contributions to date total only 
$2,075,502, and the goal of the 
drive, which is scheduled to close 
Friday, is $5,265,000, the civic and 
business leaders at the meeting 
voted to take four steps aimed at 
preventing failure of the cam- 
paign. The steps are: 

Directors and business leaders 
are to enlarge their personal 
gifts to the campaign. 

Call meetings of their respec- 
tive boards of directors for the 
purpose of enlarging corporation 
gifts. 

Re-solicit plant employes. 

Call meetings of all executives 
in their business organizations, 
whose salaries are from ‘$5000 to 
$50,000, for the purpose of ob- 
taining from them additional 


gifts. 

In a plea for closer co-operation, 
Cyrus Crane Willmore, general 
campaign chairman, told business

Says He Made Himself Clear. 

Gov. Donnelly told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter this afternoon that 
he had made himself clear that 
“my position was that I wanted 
all commercialized gambling 
stopped in St. Louis.” He added 
that he had discussed with the 
board the police department in- 
vestigation of the bribery reports. 

“We discussed the making of 
policy in the St. Louis Police De- 
partment,” Gov. Donnelly said, 
“and its administration.” Asked 
if there would be a shake-up, he 
said, “I don’t know of any. 
don’t know what may come later.” 

When asked ‘about the upper 
administration of the department, 
he replied that the board took the

The board’s report, written by 
Police Inspector Maurice M. Mul- 
cahy after a three-weeks’ investi- 
gation, said, “We are satisfied that 
the amount (of policy) written and 
the number of writers (in St. 
Louis) has dwindled steadily since 
1943.” 

Keen Interest Shown. 

In this connection the Governor 
showed keen interest, because the 
Post-Dispatch story of last Fri- 
day reported that Eagle Park took 
$240,000 out of St. Louis and St. 
Louis county in 1943, and $250,000 
in 1944, an increase in business of

However, Murray declared: “It 
is our sincere desire that no 
precipitate action be taken by 
members of our union which might 
lead to industrial disturbances.” 

“Under the present OPA ceil- 
ing prices,” Murray was told in 
a‘letter, “which are little above 
the quoted prices for stee] before 
the war, the huge increases in 
labor and other costs since 1940 
have brought us to the _ point 
where we are today selling.a great 
majority of our steel products at 
less than cost.” 

The letter said that if United 
States Steel is to continue in busi- 
ness and do its share in providing 
steel and jobs, there must soon 
be substantial price increases to 
compensate for past cost in- 
creases. 

Referring to the wage stabiliza- 
tion policy, the letter asserted: 

“The executive order of Presi- 
dent Truman, issued on Aug. 18, 
1945, authorizes employers to in- 
crease wages without obtaining 
governmental approval only on the 
condition that the wage increases 
will not be used as the basis for 
seeking increases in price ceil- 
ings.” r

Executive Says Subsidi-

Groups Back Mikado,

TOKYO, Oct. 23 (AP) — The 
House of Mitsubishi has decided 
to abandon holding company con- 
trol of its industrial satellites, but 
key executives of the great mo- 
nopoly intend to retain their po- 
sitions, at least until they are 
aubjected te additional American 
pressure, 

Liquidation of the holding com- 
pany stock will not mean a break- 
up of the multi-billion yen indus- 
trial empire, one of the most fa- 
mous of the Zaibatsu (family mo- 
nopoly group) which has con- 
trolled Japanese economy. Offi- 
cials expect that the principal sub- 
sidiaries will remain under the 
Mitsubishi tradition for at least 
a generation. 

These points were outlined in 
an interview by Harunosuke Su- 
zuki, managing director of Mit- 
subishi Co., Ltd. 

Suzuki said the board of direc- 
tors had decided on' liquidation of 
the holding company and of the 
stock of the main subsidiaries, 
but at present is deliberating on 
two possible methods of opera- 
tion—complete dissolution of the 
holding company, or reorganiza- 
tion to turn it into use in the en- 
terprises of the 11 principal Mit- 
subishi companies. 

The cabinet was called into an- 
other extraordinary session to dis- 
cuss dissolution of the Zaibr’ru 
which, it was announced yester- 
day, would break up of its own 
accord. 

Two Groups Back Tennoism. 

The Japan's emperor system be- 
came an active political issue with 
the announcement of two groups 
that they would demand its re- 
tention. 

A preparatory committee of 183 
Diet members, seeking to re-form 
old-line political party elements, 
listed two platform planks: 

“Absolute and unqualified de- 
fense of Tenno” (the emperor 
system.) 

“A determined fight against 
both Communism and liberalism,” 

The Liberal party, in a lengthy 
platform, pledged “to uphold and 
defend Japan’s unique national 
atructure’—Tennoism. 

The Diet committee, forming 
what probably will be a conserv- 
ative party containing remnants 
of both the old line Seiuykai and 
Minseito, also called for a nation 
dedicated to peace and a govern- 
ment responsible to the Diet. 

This group is believed to have 
approached Prince Fumimaro 
Konoye, three-time former pre- 
mier and the nation’s first post- 
war vice premier, to accept its 
presidency. The prince indicated 
he would decline. 

The Liberals advocated a diplo- 
macy which would permit Japan 
to “join the United Nations Or- 
ganization at the earliest possible 
date" and supported proposed 
domestic reforms granting woman 
suffrage, increasing the power of 
the Diet and guaranteeing the 
people's freedom. 

Communists Against Tennoism. 

The Communists have no full 
platform yet, but their speakers 
repeatedly have insisted on elimi- 
mation of Tennoism, This unprece- 
dented open discussion of Tenno- 
ism as a political issue apparently 
has heightened confusion among 
the public, which ise shocked by 
recent challenges to customary 
veiled security of the emperor. 

As to the emperor’s position in 
changing Japan, Konoye asserted 
that the Mikado’s highly touted 
divinity never had been a legal 
concept, but admitted that consti- 
tutiona) revision on which he is 
working would rob Hirohito of 
some of his absolute powers. 

Konoye, talking to a group of 
American correspondents, said the 
present Japanese constitution did 
not prohibit criticism of the em- 
peror system and treated the em- 
peror as “sacred” only in the 
same sense that the British mon- 
arch is so regarded. 

The constitutional changes may 
include such things as stripping 
the emperor of his sole power to 
declare war, Konoye said, yet, 
paradoxically, the emperor’s sov- 
ereignty is so absolute that he 
alone will be able to present the 
proposed revisions to the Diet. 

The assertion that Japan would 
have been defeated by its short- 
age of ammunition even without 
the atomic bomb, B-29s or the en- 
trance of Russia into the war, 
was made by Col. Robert K. Hall, 
Eleventh Corps ordnance officer. 

Hall said he had discovered 
that the Japanese had only enough 
divisional type ammunition for 
but a few days of close combat, 
or “about half the amount we 
planned to take in on the initial 
Janding.” 

Resupply would have been out 
of the question because the Jap- 
anese virtually quit the manufac- 
ture of ammunition six months 
before the end of the war. 

NEW UNITS OF RUSSIAN ARMY 

TEHRAN, Oct. 23 (AP)—Re-

tary training follows: 


Mr. Speaker— Mr. President — 
and members of the Congress of 
the United States: 

In my message to the Congress 
of Sept. 6, 1945, I stated that I 
‘would communicate further with 
respect to a long-range program 
of national military security for 
the United States. I now present 
to the Congress my recommenda- 
tions with respect to one essential 
part of this program—universal 
training. 

The United States now has a 
fighting strength greater than at 
any other time in our history. It 
is greater than that of any other 
nation in the world, 
We are strong because of many 
things: our natural resources 
which we have so diligently de- 
veloped; our great farms and 
mines, our factories, shipyards and 
industries which we have so ener- 
getically created and operated. 
But above all else, we are strong 
because of the courage and vigor 
and skill of a liberty-loving people 
who are determined that this na- 
tion shall remain forever free. 
With that strength comes grave 
responsibility. With it must also 
come a continuing sense of leader- 
ship in the world for justice and 
peace. 


Peace Built on Power 
As Well as Good Will. 


For years to come the success 
of our efforts for a just and last- 
ing peace will depend upon the 
strength of those who are deter- 
mined to maintain the peace. We 
intend to use all our mora) influ- 
ence and all our physical strength 
to work for that kind of peace. 
We can insure such a peace only 
so long as we remain strong. We 
must face the fact that peace 
must be built upon power, as wel 
as upon good will and good deeds. 
Our determination to remain 
powerful denotes no lack of faith 
in the United Nations organiza- 
tion. On the contrary, with all 
the might we have, we intend to 
back our obligations and commit- 
ments under the United Nations 
charter. Indeed, the sincerity of 
our intention to support the or- 
ganization will be judged partly 
by our willingness to maintain the 
power with which to assist other 
peace-loving nations to enforce its 
authority. It is only by strength 
that we can impress the fact upon 
possible future aggressors that we 
will tolerate no threat to peace or 
liberty. 

To maintain that power we must 
act now. The latent strength of 
our untrained citizenry is no long- 
er sufficient protection. If at- 
tack should come again, there 
would be no time under conditions 
of modern war to develop that la- 
tent strength into the necessary 
fighting force. 


Can’t Count on Luxury 
Of Time for Arming. 


Never again can we count on 
the luxury of time with which 
to arm ourselves. In any future 
war, the heart of the United 
States would. be the enemy’s 
first. target. Our geographical 
security is now gone—gone with 
the advent of the robot bomb, 
the rocket, aircraft carriers and 
modern airborne armies. 

The surest guaranty that no na- 
tion will dare again to attack us 
is to remain strong in the only 
kind of strength an aggressor can 
understand—military power. 

To preserve the strength of our 
nation, the alternative before us 
is clear. We can maintain a large 
standing army, navy and air force. 
Or we can rely upon a compara- 
tively small reguiar army, navy 
and air force, supported by well 
trained citizens, who in time of 
emergency could be quickly mo- 
bilized. 

I recommend the second course 
—that we depend for our security 
upon comparatively small profes- 
siona) armed forces, reinforced by 
a well trained and effectively or- 
ganized citizen reserve. The back- 
bone of our military force should 
be the trained citizen who is first 
and foremost a civilian, and who 
becomes a soldier or a sailor only 
in time of danger—and only. when 
the Congress considers it neces- 
sary. This plan is obviously the 
more practical and economical. -It 
conforms more closely to long- 
standing American tradition. 

In such a system, however, the 
citizen reserve must be a trained 
reserve. We can meet the need 
for a trained reserve in only one 
way—by universal training. 
Modern war is fought by experts 
—from the atomic scientist in his 
laboratory to the fighting man 
with his intricate modern wea- 
pons. The day of the minute man 
who sprany to the flintlock hang- 
ing on his wall is over. Now it 
takes many months for men to 
become skilled in_ electronics, 
aeronautics, ballistics, meteorology 
and all the other sciences of mod- 
ern war. If another national 
emergency should come, there 
would be no time for this compli- 
cated training. Men must be 
trained in advance. 


Two Experiences 


In One Generation. 

The sooner we can bring the 
maximum number of trained men 
into service, the sooner will be the 
victory and the less tragic the 
cost. Universal training is the 
only means by which we can be 
prepared right at’ the start to 
throw our great energy and our 
tremendous force into the battle. 
After two terrible experiences in 
one generation, we have learned 


--to save human lives and mate- 
rial resources. 

The importance of universal 
training has already been retog- 


Congress has wisely taken the 
initiative in this program. 

The selected committee of the 
House of Representatives on post- 
war military policy has organized 
hearings and has heard extended 
testimony from representatives of 
churches and schoagis, labor un- 
ions, veterans organizations, the 
armed services, and many other 
groups. After careful considera- 
tion the committee has approved 
the broad policy of universal mili- 
tary training for the critical years 
ahead, I concur in that conclusion, 
and strongly urge the Congress ‘to 
adopt it.

we must not forget our anguish 
during the days of Bataan. We 
must not forget the anxiety of 
the days of Guadalcanal. In our 
desire to leave ‘the tragedy of war 
behind us, we must not make the 
same mistake that we made after 
the first world war when we 
quickly sank back into helpless- 
ness. 


Proposes Military 


Organization of 3 Parts. 


I recommend that we create a 
postwar military organization 
‘which will contain the following 
basic elements: 

First—A comparatively small 
regular army, navy and marine 
corps; 

Second—A _ greatly strength- 
ened national guard and organ- 
ized reserve for the army, navy 
and marine corps; 

Third—A general reserve com- 
posed of all the male citizens 
of the United States who have 
received training. 

The general reserve would be 
available for rapid mobilization in 
time of emergency, but it would 
have no ‘obligation to serve, either 
in this country or abroad, unless 
and until called to the service by 
an act of the Congress. 

In order to provide this gen- 
eral reserve, I recommend to the 
Congress the adoption of a plan 
for universal military training. 


Universal military training is 
not conscription. The opponents 
of training have labeled it con- 
scription, and by so doing, have 
confused the minds of some of 
our citizens. “Conscription” is 
compulsory service in the army or 
na in time of peace or war. 
Trainees under this proposed leg- 
islation, however, would not be 
enrolled iM any of the armed serv- 
ices. They would be civilians in 
training. They would be no closer 
to membership in the armed 
forces than if they had no train- 
ing. Special rules and regulations 
would have to be adopted for 
their organizations, discipline and 
welfare. 


Universal training is not in- 
tended to take the’ place of the 
present selective service system. 
The selective service system is 
now being used to furnish replace- 
ments in the armed forces for 
veterans of this war who are 
being discharged. 

Only the Congress could ever 
draw trainees under a universal 
training program into the Army 
and Navy. And if that time ever 
came, these trainees could be in- 
ducted only by selective process, 
as they were inducted for World 
War I and World War II. The 
great difference between having 
universal training and no train- 
ing, however, is that, in time of 
emergency, those who would be 
selected for actual military serv- 
ice would already have been basic- 
ally trained, 

hat difference may be as much 
as a year’s time. That difference 
may be the margin between the 
survival and the destruction of 
this great nation, : 


Emphasis on Training 


And Not Mere Drilling. 


The emphasis in the training of 
our young men will not be on mere 
drilling. It will be on the use of 
all the instruments and weapons 
of modern warfare. The training 
will offer every qualified young 
man a ghance to perfect himself 
for the service of his country in 
some military specialty. 

Under the plan which I propose, 
provisions should be made within 
the armed services to help train- 
ees improve their educational 
status. The year of universal 
training should provide ample op- 
portunity for self-improvement. 
Some part of the training could 
be used to develop skills which 
would be useful in future civilian 
life just as such skills have been 
developed during the present war. 
The period of training could well 
be used to raise the physical stgn- 
dards of the nation’s manpower, 
to lower its illiteracy rate, and to 
develop in our young men the 
ideals of responsible American 
citizenship. 

Medical examinations of the 
young trainees would do much to- 
ward removing some of the minor 
disabilities which caused the re- 
jection of so many men during 
this war by the selective service 
system. 

The moral and spiritual welfare 
of our young people should be 
a consideration of prime impor- 
tance, and, of course, facilities for 
worship in every faith would be 
available. 

But the basic reason for uni- 
versal training is a very simple 
one—to guarantee the safety and 
freedom of the United States 
against any potential aggressor. 
The other benefits are all by- 
products—useful indeed, but still 
by-products. The fundamental 
need is, and always will be, the 
national security of the United 
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States, ad the safety of our 
homes and our loved ones. 

Since training alone is involved, 
and not actual military service, 
no exemptions should be allowed 
for occupation, dependency or for 
ai. other reason except. total 
physical disqualification. 

All men should be included in 
the training, whether physically 
qualified for actual combat service 
or not. There should be a place 
into which every young American 
can fit in the service of our coun- 
try. Some would be trained for 
combat, others would be trained 
for whatever war service they are 
physically and mentally qualified 
to perform. 


Urges One Year’s Training, 


Some in Industrial Skill. 


I recommend that the train- 
ing should be for one year. Each 
young man should enter train- 
ing either at the age of 18 or 
upon his graduation from high 
school—whichever is later; but 
in any event before his twen-, 
tieth birthday. A trainee who 
completes his high school edu- 
cation in his seventeenth year 
should be eligible, with parental 
consent, to enter the course of 
training. 

After the first few months of 
training, selected trainees who 
are not physically qualified for 
military service could be trained 
in certain skills so that if war 
came, they could take their 
places in shipyards, minitions 
factories and similar industrial 
plants. 

Upon completion of the _ full 
year's training, the trainee would 
become a member of the general 
reserve for a period of six years. 
After that he should be placed in a 
secondary reserve status. 

Present personnel in the Army 
and Navy reserves would, of 
course, be retained, and the new 
trainees would provide the source 
from which the reserves of the 
future would draw their personnel. 


Commissions would be granted 
to qualified men who complete the 
course of training and who then 
take additional instruction in of- 
ficer candidate schools, in the re- 
serve officers’ training corps or 
naval reserve officers’ training 
corps. Outstanding trainees could 
be selected after an adequate pe- 
riod of training, and sent to col- 
legel with government financial 
aid, on condition that they return, 
after graduation and with R.O.T.C. 
training, as junior officers for a 
year or more of additional trafh- 
ing or service. 

Such a system as I have out- 
lined would. provide a democratic 
and efficient military force. It 
would be a constant bulwark in 
support of our ideals of govern- 
ment. It would constitute the 
backbone of defense against any 
possible future act of aggression, 


‘The Time to Begin 


Preparing Is Now.’ 


It has been suggested in some 
quarters that there should be no 
universal training until the shape 
of the peace is better known, and 
until the military needs of this 
country can be estimated and our 
commitments under the United 
Nations’ organization can be de- 
determined. But it is ‘impossible 
today to foresee the future. It is 
difficult at any time to know ex- 
actly what our responsibilities’ will 
require in the way of force. We 
do know that if we are to have 
available a force when needed, the 
time to begin preparing is now. 

The need exists today—and must 
be met ‘today. 

If, at some later time, conditions 
change, then the program can be 
re-examined and revalued. At the 
present time we have the neces- 
sary organization, the required 
camp installations, and the essen- 
tial equipment and training 
grounds immediately available for 
use in a training program. Once 


of the program, however, is just 
the contrary, and it will have just 
the contrary result. The objective 
is not to train professional sol- 
diers. It is to train citizens, so 
that if and when the Congress 
should declare it necessary for 
them to become soldiers, they 
could do so more quickly and 
more efficiently. A large trained 
reserve of peace-loving citizens 
would never go to war or encour- 
age war, if it could be avoided. 
It is no valid argument against 
adopting universal training at this 
time that there are now millions 
of trained veterans of this war. 
No fair-minded person would sug- 
gest that we continue to rely in- 
definitely upon these veterans. 
They have earned the right to re- 
turn promptly to civilian life. We 
must now look to our younger 
men to constitute the new reserve 
military strength of our nation. 


Continuous Research 


In Science Is Essential. 


There are some who urge that 
the development of rocket weap- 
ons and atomic bombs and other 
new weapons indicates that scien- 
tific research, rather than univer- 
sal training, is the best way to 
safeguard our security. It is true 
that, if we are to keep ahead in 
military preparedness, continuous 
research in science and new weap- 
ons is essential. That is why in 
my message to the Congress of 
September sixth I urged that 
there be created a national re- 
search agency, one of whose ma- 
jor functions would be to carry 
on fundamental military research. 
It is true that there must be 
continuous exploration into new 
fields of science in order to keep 
ahead in the discovery and man- 
ufacture of new weapons. No 
matter what the cost, we cannot 
afford to fall behind in any of 
the new techniques of war or in 
the development of new weapons 
of destruction. 


Until we are sure that our 
peace machinery is functioning 
adequately, we must relentlessly 
preserve our superiority on land 
and sea and in tie air. Until 
that time, we must also make 
sure that by planning—and by ac- 
tu.] production—we have on hand 
at all times swfficient weapons of 
the latest nature and design with 
which to repel any sudden attack, 
and with which to launch an ef- 
fective counter-attack. 

That is the only way we can be 
sure—until we are sure that there 
is another w-.’. 

But research, new materials, 
and new weapons will never, by 
themselves, be sufficient to with- 
stand a powerful enemy. We must 
have men trained to use these 
weapons. As our armed forces 
become more and more mecha- 
nized, and as they use more and 
more complicated weapons, we 
must have an_ ever-increasing 
number of trained men. Tech- 
nological advances do not elim- 
inate the need for men. They 
increase the need. 

General’ of the Army George C. 
Marshall, in his recent report to 
the Secretary of War, has made 
this very clear. I quote from his 
report: 

“The number of men that 
were involved in. the delivery 
of the atomic bomb on Hiro- 
shima was tremendous. First 
we had to have the base in the 


Marianas from which the plane 
took off. This first required 
preliminary operations across 
the vast Pacific, thousands of 
ships, millions of tons of supply, 
the heroic efforts of hundreds 
of thousands of men. Further, 
we needed the B-29s and their 
fighter escort which gave us 
control of the air over Japan. 
This was the result of thousands 
of hours” of training and pre- 
paration in the United States 
and the energies of hundreds 
of thousands of men. 

“The effect of technology on 
the military structure is identi- 
cal to its effect on national econ- 
omy. Just as the automobile re- 
placed the horse and made work 
for millions of Americans, the 
atomic explosives will require 
the services of millions of men 
if we are compelled to employ 
them in fighting our battles.

Without Organization. 


Even the atomic bomb would 
have been useless to us unless we 
had developed a strong army, '! 
navy and air force with which to 
beat off the attacks of our foe, 
and then fight our way to points 
within striking distance of the 
heart of the enemy. 

Assume that on Dec. 7, 1941, the 
United States had had a supply of 
atomic bombs in New Mexico or 
Tennessee. What could we have 
done with them? 

Assume that the United States 
and Japan both had had a supply) 
of the bombs on Dec. 7, 1941., 
Which would have survived? 

Suppose that both England and} 
Germany had had the atomic 
bomb in September of 1940 during | 
the “blitz” over England. Which 
country would have been de- 
stroyed? 

The answer is clear that the! 
atomic bomb is of little value 
without an adequate army, air| 
and naval force. For that kind of 
force is necessary to protect our 
shores, to overcome any attack 
and to enable us to move forward 
and direct the bomb against the 
enemy’s own territory. Every new 
weapon will eventually bring some 
counterdefense against it. Our 
ability to use either a new weapon 
or a counterweapon will ultimately 
depend upon a strong army, navy 
and air force, with all the millions 
of men needed to supply them—all

}quickly mobilized and adequately) 


equipped. 

Any system which is intended 
to guarantee our national defense 
will, of course, cause some incon- 
venience—and perhaps even some 
hardship—to our people. But we | 
must balance that against the dan-| 
ger which we face unless we are) 
realistic and hard-headed enough 
to be prepared. Today universal | 
training is the only adequate an-| 
swer we have to our preblem in_ 
this troubled world. 

There will be better answers, 
we hope, in the days to come. The’ 
United States will always strive | 


tions. It will continue to strive | 
to reach that period quickly. But | 
that time has not yet arrived. | 

Even from those who are joud- | 
est in their opposition to univer- | 
sa] training, there has come no | 
Other suggestion to furnish the 
protection and security which we 
must have—nothing but pious hope 
and dangerous wishful thinking. 

I urge that the Congress pass 
this legislation promptly — while 
the danger is still fresh in our 
minds—while we still remember 
how close we came to destruction 
four years ago—while we can viv- 
idly recall the horrors of invasion 
which our Allies suffered — and 
while we can still see all the rav- 
ages and ruin of war. 

Let us not by a short-sighted 
neglect of our national security 
betray those who come after us. 

It is our solemn duty in this 
hour of victory to make sure that 
in the years to come no possible 
aggressor or group of aggressors 
can endanger the national secur- 
ps of the United States of Amer- 
ca.

The general reserve “would be 
available for rapid mobilization in| 
time of emergency, but it would) 
have no obligation to serve, either 
in this country or abroad, unless 
and until called to the service by 
an act of the Congress,” the Presi- 
dent asserted. 

Applause From Congressmen. 

The President, dressed in a blu- 
ish gray suit, read his message in 
a strong voice. There was fre- 
quent applause from the legisla- 
tors who filled almost every seat 
in the large House chamber dur- 
ing the 28minute address.

KING CALLS JOINT. 


ARMY AND NAVY 
ASTEP BACKWARD 


Admiral Says U. S. Has 
Become Most Powerful 
Nation by Following 
the Opposite Theory. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 (AP)— 
Fieet Adm. Ernest J. King de- 
clared today the proposed consoli- 
dation of the War and Navy de- 
partments is “working out the 
problem backward.” 

“I regard it as a step backward 
to attempt to regiment military 
thinking, particularly at high lev- 
els,” the Navy wartime comman- 
der in chief said. “This nation 
has come to be the most powerful 
in the world by following the op- 
posite theory.” 

Adm, King, appearing before the 
Senate Military Affairs Cormit- 
tee, supported a substitute ‘pro- 
gram for postwar national defense 
advanced yesterday by Secretary 
of the Navy Forrestal. Adm. 
King summarized his postwar 
planning as follows: 

1. The Navy should continue 
as a separate service “unham- 
pered in function and operation” 
by officers “unfamiliar with 
naval operations.” 

2. The separate War and Navy 
Department should be retained, 
each headed by a civilian Cab- 
inet officer. 

3. Over-all military control 
should be through the joint 
chiefs of staff with subordinate 
agencies “expanded and amend- 
ed.” 

4. Civilian wartime agencies 
such as the War Production 
Board and War Manpower Board 
should be continued. 

5. Closest liaison should be 
Maintained at cabinet level be- 
tween War, Navy and State de 
partments. 

The admiral said other nations 
had tried out various mergers of 
all armed forces into a single 
agency with disastrous regults.

Principal source of caffeine in 
the United States has been from 
Brazilian coffee, tea from the 
Orient and the cocoa cake, the 
latter being the by-product of the 
cocoanut pressing process from 
which cocoa butter is obtained. 
The natural product was shipped 
to the United States from Brazil, 
Noxth Africa and the Orient. 

Although caffeine is used to a 
large degree in pharmaceuticals, 
soft drink manufacturers are by 
far the largest users of the 
product, officials at the plant here 
said. 

Approximately 75 persons will 
be employed by the company as 
soon as the new plant is opened. 
Those in charge of synthetic caf- 
feine production will be taken 
from the existing plant, officials 
said, and new employes will be 
sought to replace them. Construc- 
tion of the new plant will begin, 
they said, as soon as materials are 
available.

3 B29 CREWMEN 
TORTURED BURNED 
BY JAPS IN CHINA 


At Least One Alive When 
Set Afire After Tortu- 
ous March in Wintry 
Hankow. 


HANKOW, China, Oct. 23 (AP) 
—American intelligence officers 
today related a story of Japanese 
torture of three B-29 crewmen who 
were submitted to such abuses 
that their names may never be re- 
vealed, to spare their relatives an- 
guish, 

The atrocity occurred last Dec. 
18, following the crash of a 
Chengtu-based B-29 fifty miles 
north of Hankow., 

One of the flyers, almost naked, 
was forced to walk through Han- 
kow’s wintry streets. One eye was 
virtually gouged out and he was 
showered with icy water. At the 
end of his miles-long ordeal, he 
Was showered with gasoline and 


burned alive, on orders of a Japa- 
nese military schoolmaster. 

._ Two fellow B-29 crewmen also 
were cremated, but whether they 
were alive when the fires were 
lighted has not been determined. 
They, too were forced to make the 
same tortuous walk. The fire 
blackened bodies of all three have 
been recovered, 

A fourth flyer who survived the 
crash was injured so seriously he 
was taken to a haspital and thus 
escaped the fate of his buddies. He 
was transferred to Shanghai and 
is believed to have been liberated. 

Chinese Recall It Well. 

The incident was well remem- 
bered by scores of Chinese in Han- 
kow because the city received its 
worst raid of the war only two 
days after the public torture of 
the Americans. Many believed the 
heavy bombing was a reprisal. 

Witnesses said the superintend- 
ent of a Japanese-sponsored ‘“‘mod- 
el youth corps” ordered the tor- 
tures because he wanted to make 
an impression as a strong task- 
master. 

Gen. Naosaburo Okabe, Japa- 
nese commander in the Hankow 
area, has informed American of- 
ficers that his subordinates who 
were responsible “are not here 
now, but I am trying to get in 
touch with them and they will be 
strictly dealt with.” 

The Japanese turned the Chi- 
nese Dah Pu bank building in 
the heart of Hankow into @ tor- 
ture and death factory. An esti- 
mated 10,000 Chinese were put 
through this house of _ torture. 
Only about 6000 emerged alive,

“That petition may be sound for 
the automobile industry,” Boesch- 
enstein said, “but it certainly is 
not for the glass industry. Of 
course we need production in 
every industry. I agree that we 
can have an abundance of leisure 
or an abundant life-—-but we can’t 
have both. 


Approves 40-Hour Week. 


“However, -if workers put in a 
good day’s work, a 40-hour week 
is long enough in most indus- 
tries.” He also mentioned the pos- 
sibility of paying an annual wage 
in his business, and said his firm’s 
policy is to give some wage in- 
creases to compensate for the de- 


s) creased take-home pay, due to the 
cutting of hours from 45 to 40 a 


week. 

“It is not now a good time to 
discuss wages with our workers,” 
he added. “They are too confused, 
not knowing whether it is neces- 
sary for them to work at all or 
not, for the good of the nation, or 
how much it is fair for them to 
ask for in the way of an increase.” 

Boeschenstein said Fiberglas 
plans an $8,000,000 expansion pro- 
gram, After dropping to less than 
half of the war peak, employment 
now has taken an upward trend 
and will reach war peak level 
again by the middle of next year, 
he said, and in addition the firm 
will re-employ the 1000 former em- 
ployes now in the armed services. 

He said there is “no manage- 
ment or financial connection” be- 
tween Libbey-Owens-Ford, which 
makes flat glass, and Fiberglas, 
which makes specialty glass prod- 
ucts. Fiberglass products include 
a glass-reinforced plastic, which is 
being adopted by some automobile 
manufacturers for possible use as 
body fenders,’ he said. 

Fiberglas also is developing new 
lines of glass fabrics, insulation 
materials, and a variety of other 
products. Boeschenstein said he 
has advertised recently for 1000 
new workers, and is having diffi- 
culty filling jobs to keep up pro- 
duction ahead of orders.

New Appeal Made to 
Congress — Union Pro- 
posal on Milk Deliv- 


eries Rejected. -

CINCINNATI, Oct. 23—The exe- 
cutive council] of the American 
Federation of Labor turned today 
to the drafting of a _ tentative 
policy for the federation at Presi- 
dent Truman’s labor-management 
conference Nov. 5. Proposals to 
be advanced by the delegates will 
reflect the general policies laid 
down by the council. ‘ 

The council in a statement late 
yesterday repeated its views on 
the urgency of postwar housing 
legislation. It appealed to Con- 
gress for immediate action, stat- 
ing that more than 1,400,000 mar- 
ried veterans already are in need 
of homes while within the next 
year another 1,500,000 service men 
will require housing. 

“During the war years 27,000,- 
000 persons took part in vast shifts 
of population,” the council stated, 
“caused by war conditions. As the 
result of this migration, the al- 
ready critical need in many com- 
munities has been greatly intensi- 
fied. This pressing need cannot 
be met overnight. Only long 
range planning designed to 
achieve clearly and courageously 
stated housing objectives for the 
entire nation will suffice to as- 
sure better homes and better liv- 
ing conditions for all Americans. 
Post-war housing is the only legis- 
lation now pending before Con- 
gress which would - provide a 
tangible source of mass employ- 
ment opportunities and lay a firm 
basis for post-war reconstruction 
of the nation.” 

Objections Withdrawn. 

In commenting on the housing 
situation, William Green, president 
of the AFL, said he understood 
that certain unions which had op- 
posed prefabricated houses had 
withdrawn their objections. He 
was of the opinion that prefabri- 
cated houses are yet in an experi- 
mental stage and represent a very 
minor percentage of contemplated 
housing developments. 

The council, which may conclude 
its session tomorrow, will hear 
representations concerning the mo- 
tion picture strike at Hollywood 
from Eric Johnston, the “czar” 
of the motion picture industry; 
Richard Walsh, head of the Inter- 
national Alliaree of Theatrical 
and Stage Employes; Herb Sorrell, 
head of the Conference of Studio 
Unions; Donald Nelson, former 
War Production Board chairman, 
now head of the Independent Pro- 
ducers’ Association and Frank, 
Fenton, national director of or- 
ganization and Martin T. Durkin, 
of the Plumbers’ Union, former 
Illinois Labor Commissioner for 
the AFL. Green said he was hope- 
fu] the meeting might resolve the 
jurisdictional disputes which have 
crippled the industry for months. 
No Progress in Milk Parley. 
Daniel J. Tobin, head of the 
Teamsters’ Union and a member 
of the council, absented himself 
from most of the session yester- 
day to attend a conference be- 
tween National Dairymen and rep- 
resentatives of the Milk Wagon 
Drivers’ Union, which is affiliated 
with the Teamsters Union. 

The purpose of the conference 
was to give the dairymen oppor- 
tunity to express their views on 
the postwar continuance of every- 
other-day milk deliveries. At its 
conclusion, the two sides were as 
far apart as before. As told ex- 
clusively in the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday, the milk wagon drivers are 
determined to fight the employers 
for restoration of the dhily milk 
deliveries. Daily deliveries were 
stipulated in the union contracts 
but that clause was abrogated as 
a war measure. The Office of 
Defense Transportation has an- 
nounced lifting of restrictions on 
deliveries Nov. 1. 

Tobin told the Post-Dispatch he 
had offered the dairymen an al- 
ternative proposal of a 35-hour 
week in order to insure jobs for 
returning service men without 
causing any of the present milk 
wagon drivers to be discharged. 
His proposal, he said, did not meet 
with favor. He said the union 
leaders felt that if the dairymen 
could continue every-other-day de- 
liveries it might be an opening for 
a time when house-to-house milk 
deliveries would be eliminated, 
requiring customers to go to dis- 
tribution depots. 

The employers took the position 
at the meeting that the every- 
other-day delivery system had 
proven more economical and effi- 
cient. Milk consumption had in- 
creased under it, they stated. 
Participants in the executive 
session, which the dairy men said 
Was supposed to be a secret in- 
so-far as as the public was con- 
cerned, included OQ. A. Kerckhoff, 
vice president of the Pevely Dairy 
Co. of St. Louis, and James A. 
Burke, business agent of Milk 
Wagon Drivers Local 603 there. 
They were the only St. Louis con- 
ferees. Others were on hand from 
New York, Los Angeles, Chicago 
and other cities.

It may be instructive to remember what happened last time. 


The Treaty of Versailles re-- 
quired, among other military 
provisions intended to provide 
against a German war of re- 
venge, the abolition of the Ger- 
man General Staff. It was rec- 
ognized then, as now, as a dan- 
gerous organization, a center of 
infection, a tireless and self- 
perpetuating institution whose 
one object was, as it still is, 
German domination of the 
world. 

So we, the victorious Allies of 
1918, ordered its abolition and 
compelled the Germans to agree. 
They signed their names to the 
treaty. What happened to the 
General Staff? 

I quote from “The Self Be- 
trayed,” by Curt Riess: 

“The ban on the Gentral Staff, 
if it could have been carried out, 
would have really prevented a 
continuation of the war 20 years 
later. But none of these military 
provisions of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles were carried out... .” Offi- 
cially, Riess goes on to explain, 
it disappeared. But there ap- 
peared at the same time a new 
organization, in a different build- 
ing, called the Allgemeine Trup- 
Penamt (General Troops Office) 
of which the famous Gen. von 
Seeckt was made chief. “The All- 
gemeine Truppenamt,” says Riess, 
“was something entirely new. Its 
real function and the real func- 
tion of its chief remained obscure 
at the moment.” But it was really 
the General Staff in disguise. 
“This was all that the mysterious 
Allgemeine Truppenamt meant. 
The General Staff, forbidden by 
the Treaty of Versailles, never 
ceased to exist. It merely donned 
a slight disguise.” 


Records Moved Intact. 


This Allgemeine Truppenamt 
Was organized exactly like the old 
General Staff—the same depart- 
‘ments, under different names: the 
game activities. “If the members 
of the Allied Control Commission,” 
observes Riess, “had gone through 
the many offices of the Allege- 
meine Truppenamt, they would 
have found to their astonishment 
that the entire map room of the 
greater General Staff, with a?! its 
plans, archives and hundreds of 
thousands of maps, have been 
moved intact to these offices.” 

These records, these maps and 

Plans were weapons far more 

dangerous than guns or planes, 

which wear out or grow obso- 
lete. The archives of the Gen- 
eral Staff were the foundation of 
fits labors and its achievements.

next war could not have been 

made, or at any rate would not 
have been as effective as they 
were.

This is a lesson which we shall 
do well to learn thoroughly, and 
apply in a pracfical manner to 
the situation now before us.

We know that they will be at 
work again, as tirelessly and ef- 
ficiently, if they are not pre- 
vented from doing so. There 
must be no slips this time. For 
the new weapons whose appli- 
cation to their future ambitions 
they will be studying, if they are 
permitted, are weapons which 
may leave us no chance of re- 
covery or even of survival. 


Records Must Be Destroyed. 


First of all, of course, we must 
get hold of all these plans, maps, 
archives and records. There must 
be nothing left for German war 
planners to study and to build 
on.

Berlin a Shocking Sight. 


The above lines were written 
under the shocking influence of 
two experiences during the last 
few hours. One was my first tour 
of that grandiose monstrosity of 
ruin which was Berlin; the other 
a visit to what the bombers have 
left of the Anhalter Bahnhof, one 
of the capital's ring of monumen- 
tal railway stations, 


The Anhalter Bahnhof is the 
transfer point for German prison- 
ers being sent home from Russian 
concentration camps and also for 
German refugees fleeing from Bal- 
tic areas. Many of the latter are 
doubly fugitives; they were ex- 
pelled from East Prussia into 
Pomerania by the Soviet forces, 
then driven from Pomerania by 
the Poles, 


They constitute the northern 
stream of a giant flood of 10,000,- 
000 Germans being forced back to 
the desolated homeland in per- 
haps the largest mass migration 
in history. The southern torrent, 
from Hungary and the Sudeten- 
land of Czechoslovakia, is now 
pouring into Saxony and Thurin- 
gia. 

Military and civilians, many of 
these gruesome scarecrows are 
racked with hunger and illness 
and reminded one spectator of 
what the living dead of Buchen- 
wald must have been like not so 
long before dropping on noisome 
cots in their final stupor. From 


time to time, indeed, some of 
these emaciated ghosts did col- 
lapse, falling swooning on the Ber- 
lin pavements, 


Given Little Help. 


Among them passed German 
Red Cross workers with restora- 
tives and dressings for wounds 
and sores. Other women from 
German charities did _ their 
wretched best in the way of pro- 
viding food. They . tried to give 
each person once a°day a slice of 
bread, a bow! of potato broth and 
a tin cup of ersatz coffee. This 
starveling fare was seized upon 
with trembling hands and gulped 
down in brutish voracity. 


The Anhalter Bahnhof is in 
Amertcan territory, but the Amer- 
icans attempt to give no aid be- 
yond policing the station. The 
chief difficulty is in quelling 
gangs of children barely in their 
teens who by suffering have been 
converted into fierce outlaws bent 
on robbery and, if need be, may- 
hem. 


The returning soldiers, requir- 
ing no-tickets, stand apart with- 
out seats. Their uniforms are 
threadbare and often in rags, with 
their feet either in appalling boots 
or wrapped in cloth, 

The refugees are divided into 
two groups, each waiting behind 
the ropes with a kind of dread- 
ful eternal patience. From those 
herded to the right of the en- 
trance a few are admitted at a 
time to purchase tickets. The 
charge is nominal—up to 14 
marks. Their destinations are 
southerly, toward the vicinity of 
Dresden. 

The group on the left already 
have tickets and stand or squat

Big Three Discord 


It is important to put under the microscope 
for a moment the exact reason for Foreign Of- 
fice and State Department objection to the tricky, 
horse-trading pact between Russia and Hungary. 

The right of Russia to negotiate preferential 
trade agreements with neighbors freed by treaty 
from the “enemy” category is no more challenged 
than our right to make economic deals with 
Canada or Mexico, But unilateral action on the 
treaty level short of the multilateral signing of a 
peace treaty is a blow aimed at collective security 
and Big Three co-operation. Much more such uni- 
lateral action means the kiss of death for peace- 
ful agreement among the powers and miserable 
acceptance of the old sphere-of-influence, bal- 
ance-of-power formulas for breeding hatred. 

America and Britain, from that standpoint, had 
no alternative to that of putting public pressure 
on Budapest opposing ratification. Such pres- 
sure is tacit in the protest to Moscow. 

It is of further importance, while condemning 
the Russian action, to examine once again the 
reasons for such seeming high-handedness. 

A grim tug of war for Balkan and Mediter- 
ranean influence has divided Russia and the 
Western powers since the early days of the war, 
with Russia quite sure that Britain is just as 
ruthlessly jockeying for preferential position in 
Greece and Italy as Russia is maneuvering for 
it among her next-door neighbors. Such lop- 
sided trade agreements as the one discussed with 
the Hungarian Provisional Government are one 
way of negating the jnfluence of British or Amer- 
ican diplomacy, whether measured in terms of 
pounds or dollars, too close to home. 

Further, Russia thinks, not without justice, 
that we are being high-handed about American 
hegemony in the Pacific. Although Russia fought 
the Balkan war, we demand a say-so in Balkan 
government; yet we stand firm against any very 
articulate Russian voice on the occupation of 
Japan, or on the disposition of many Pacific 
islands at the Russian back door. 

Again with reason, Russia, among other coun- 
tries, feels that we are being high-handed about 
our atomic knowledge. There has been no strong 
statement of American intention to use it to fur- 
ther the cause of collective security. Lack of 
brilliant, imaginative action on the part of fhe 
administration has meant costly sacrifice of Rus- 
sian trust. The implication of our silence is dan- 
gerous: another armaments race, perhaps? 

The present problem, that of the Hungarian 
trade pact, is on one level, and there is no alter- 
native to a protest. But on the higher level of in- 
ternational accord we have fumbled. Our opera- 
tion in those areas where faith could be built and 
fears and suspicions dissipated has been increas- 
ingly contradictory in the past month. 

There is a larger gamble than the chess game 
for Balkan influence, Mediterranean lifelines, 
talk of a Western bloc spurred by the outcome 
of the French elections, billingsgate squabbles 
among the Foreign Ministers. The ill feeling 
they all represent has far greater meaning. It 
remains the immediate obligation of the United 
States and Britain, as well as Russia, to evaluate 
that meaning and. act on it before Big Three 
relations get hopelessly involved. 
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Terminal Leave and Enlisted Men 


While the war was on, there was a phrase 
worked overtime by commanding officers ‘of 
military units everywhere. It fell on the ears 
of officers and men alike with a dull finality 
as monotonous as fatigue or homesickness, It 
ran like this, “Leave in time of war is a priv- 
ilege, not a right.” 

Now that the war is over and nearly everyone 
is headed home, it appears there is a new angle 
to this matter of wartime leaves, Officers are 
entitled to pay and allowances, at the rate of 30 
days a year, for all the leaye they didn’t get dur- 
ing hostilities. Enlisted men who missed out 
during the war are entitled to nothing. 

In this, there is a manifest unfairness. The 
men who served in overseas combat ‘areas, by 
and large, had less chance for leave in wartime 
than those attached to service outfits at home. 
Thus it works out that States-side soldiers have 
had their leave; officers get pay for theirs; but 
many of the boys who went slogging ashore at 
Anzio or Tarawa get nothing. 

This injustice should be corrected by eon- 
gressional act. If there ever was a job that de- 
served to have in its contract a vacation with 
pay, winning this war was one. 
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Note on Collective Bickering 

Walter Reuther, vice president of the UAW- 
CIO, says General Motors is using “the Hitler 
technique of the big lie.” Of course, this leaves 
the way wide open for G, M. to come back with 
a snappy answer, such as that Mr. Reuther is a 
Communist. 

Mr. Reuther could then retort that G. M. is 
an old Fascist. G. M. could retort that if Mr. 
Reuther doesn’t like this country, why doesn’t he 
go back where he came from? 

Even in advance of the President’s labor-man- 
agement round-table, perhaps a few simple 
guides to industrial relations gould be adopted: 

A. There is a difference between collective 
bargaining and collective name-calling, and it 
can be made out easily. 

B. Childishness doesn’t help. 

C. If we ever got that far, maybe we wouldn’t 


need any C.

To Settle an Old Censorship Issue 

In agreeing to review the celebrated Esquire 
case, the Supreme Court opens the way for a 
ruling that may be of high importance to free- 
dom of expression. This basic principle is the 
chief issue in the case, not what happens to one 
lurid magazine, and clarification is needed. 

Does the Postmaster General have the power 
of censorship and the right to impose penalties, 
without a court hearing, on publications that he 
considers ov of bounds? Former Postmaster 
General Walker thought he did, and penalized 
Esquire with higher postal rates. The Federal 
District Court agreed. The Circuit Court of 
Appeals. disagreed, in a unanimous opinion writ- 


‘ten by former Judge Thurman Arnold; he said 


that Walker’s ruling was illegal and unconstitu- 
tional, for Congress had never authorized the 
Postmaster General to “determine what is good 
for the public to read and then force compliance 
with his ideas.” 

There are valid objections to this one-man 
eensorship. The sensible syste:n would be jury 
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hearings in the cases of questionable publica- 
tions that arise from time to time to plague the 
Postoffice Department. The American Civil 
Liberties Union has been fighting Postoffice 
censorship for 20 years, and advocating a trans- 
fer of censorship to the courts. The Supreme 
Court can end the present dominance of one 
man’s whims and assure fair dealing for all pub- 
lications by upholding the Arnold opinion. 
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Another Cost-Plus Plan 


A House committee recommends that OPA 
abandon its present: price formula and adopt 
another. In brief, the present policy forbids 
prices above 1942 levels except on strong show- 
ing that higher ones are required, and it re- 
quires distributors and dealers to absorb the 
greater part of increased factory prices. The 
eommittee would have prices which, “in the 
accepted standards of accounting, will reflect 
current costs of production plus a normal pre- 
war margin of profit.” 

Unfortunately, that rule would add as much 
difficulty as it would relieve. Accountants them- 
selves do not agree on “accepted standards” of 
cost; accounting is largely a matter of policy. 
“Normal” profit is an elusive conception in 
itself, and it varies from industry to industry 
and plant to plant. A cost-plus rule would 
create as many different ceilings as there were 
producers, establishing unreal and unstable re- 
lationships among the prices of competitors. It 
would tend to protect high-cost and inefficient 
producers from loss, whtreas the long course 


of American policy is to let them fall by the 


way and let the more fit take their places. 
The proposal smacks of the Wherry amend- 
ment to guarantee farmers cost plus a normal 
margin—which was fortunately repudiated after 
Senate passage. It would be virtually impos- 
sible to administer; probably lead to litigation. 
With the committee, we grant that OPA may 
have to modify its present course in some par- 
ticulars. In the ticklish job of avoiding infla- 
tion on one side and deterring production on 
the other, the second aim may sometimes be 
getting less than justice. It is far better, how- 
ever, that faults be corrected by minor flexible 
adjustments than that the agency be put in such 
a straitjacket as this. The result could only be 
strongly and unnecessarily inflationary. 
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How’s That, Mr. Ickes? 


Secretary Ickes, in a letter to the Washington 
Post, ripping Attorney General Kenny of Cali- 
fornia up the back and down the front over 
the tidelands oil issue, refers to himself as “an 
intermittent practitioner of the art of denuncia- 
tion.” Mr. Ickes knew very well, when he put 
it down, that “intermittent” had no more place 
in that sentence than it has in Hamlet’s soliloquy, 
and we hereby publicly denounce him as a 
wrong-word user. 

“Masterful” is the word for it. Or “subtle,” 
or “infinitely varied,” or “untiring,” or ‘“‘glee- 
ful,” or “unsurpassed.” Mr. Ickes practicing on 
the art of denunciation is like Benny Goodman 
practicing on the clarinet. It is virtuoso. His 
contribution -to the art is rich, and fresh and, 
the memory of man running not to the contrary, 
we affirm that it is completely uninterrupted. 
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Realism, Well Really! 


Over in Russia, the motion picture industry 
has made a new step, forward or back depending 
on the way you want to take it. They’ve worked 
out a process for making pictures so three- 


_ dimensional they just jump right out at you. Any 


violence on the screen looks so real, it is said, the 
audience instinctively ducks. 

We may léave aside the question whether the 
nervous system of modern man is in any condi- 
tion to cope with this sort of thing. But what’s 
going to become of the visual arts? 

Already experiments have been. made with 
“smellies,” for which a new realism of mood is 
sought by appropriate use of odors and perfumes 
in the theater. Then there are the “feelies,” 
gloomily forecast by Aldous Huxley in “Brave 
New World.” At these, the audience will put 
their hands on electric terminals through which 
they will get all the sensations of the actors. 
Picture-goers will sense directly the dry-throated 
fear of the cornered gangster, the warmth of the 
ingenue’s embrace, 

Consider, at last, the consequences. Who will 
be happy in his daily routines once he has 
actually been Gary Cooper? How hard we shall 
find it to give to our jobs, our wives and children 
that “willing suspension of disbelief” of Coler- 
idge, which will then be so necessary in intervals 
when we can’t be in the theater getting on with 
our “real” lives, 
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A report from the Arctic says our soldiers 
find monotony a problem. Well, we don’t know 
anyone who finds it entirely satisfactory. 
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The Right of Communication 

Freedom of gouty news, freedom from propa- 
ganda and a reasonable freedom of world trade 
will be furthered or retarded at the communica- 
tions conference between Britain and the United 
States in Bermuda Nov. 19. 

Britain, until now the unchallenged master of 
world communications, has used its monopoly. to 
influence the flow of messages in Britain’s inter- 
est, which sometimes has meant propaganda 
against the interests of the United States. 
Britain has used it also to implement a closed 
trade system cof Empire preferences, 

So simple a device as the United States’ pro- 
posal that all messages take the straightest line 
from point of origin to destination would do 
much to break Britain’s stranglehold on com- 
munications. It would challenge the position of 
London as world censor, through which Britain 
likes to route all messages no matter how far 
they are taken out of their way. 

The United States now possesses the greatest 
communications system of all time. For the first 
time Britain's oppressive monopoly can be chal- 
lenged by a sovereign equal. Our challenge at 
Bermuda should be friendly, but we should be 
determined to come away with nothing short of 
a new deal in world communications, based on 
the principle of equality of access to cable and 
radio transmissions as a right of all nations. 
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The British used tanks to break up a black 
market in Berlin. We suppose the outfit in 
eharge of this type of work is known as the 
Onward, Panzers! Administration.

Economic life of the whole Missouri Valley would be greatly en- 
riched by a regional authority, priest writes; TVA is cited as an 
example; present flood losses, substandard use of electricity, emigra- 
tion from the area would give way to a new and sound prosperity.

The Missouri Valley boasts some of the 
world’s richest farm lands, despite the flood 


- losses sustained during the past century. 


Its people, sons of frontiersmen, form the 
human core of the country. Its wealth in- 
cludes vast deposits of phosphate, vitally 
needed for farm prosperity, the world’s 
largest supply of bituminous and sub-bi- 
tuminous coal and nearby the greatest de- 
posits of oil shales. 


But what has been happening in this 
treasure land of America? Not only have 
we not been using this God-given treasure; 
we've been letting it wash away from us. 
In the past 100 years, 11 major floods have 
ravaged the valley, usually inundating some 
1,800,000 acres of farm land, 


The mere trickle to which the streams in 
the upper basin are reduced in summer 
(growing time for most crops) is no remedy 
for the dust bowls, otherwise known as the 
plains of the Dakotas, Kansas and Ne- 
braska, 


Economic Growth Held Back 


All this has discouraged the people of the 
Missouri basin from, achieving their ex- 
pected place in American prosperity. Only 
15.9 per cent of Missouri farm dwellings 
have electric light, whereas the United 
States average is 31.3 per cent, 


Most alarming, however, is the relative 
decrease in population, the emigration from 
the valley. From 1930 to 1940, the Missouri 
Valley states gained about 1 per cent in 
population, below even the nation’s sub- 
normal! gain, I am inclined to think that 
the estimated 350,000 people who are sup- 
posed to have moved from the valley in 
the last few years do not include all who 
have done so. 


Suppose, just to prove that in thinking 
big things about the Missouri Valley’s fu- 
ture we are not building castles in the alr, 
suppose we take a hasty look at some of 
the accomplishments of the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority. 


After 15 years of half-hearted attempts 
to meet the problems raised by the Ten- 
nessee’s swirling waters, the Federal Gov- 
ernment under the late President Roose- 
velt inaugurated the TVA. A problem too 
vast for any one of the several relatively 
poor Southern states to handle, and far too 
complex for any one Government agency 
to solve, it was handled in its totality by 
this newly created Government corporation. 


Results of TVA 


Industry, in both the mechanical and 
human sense of the term, began to hum, 
An over-all plan was mapped out for the 
attack on floods, soil erosion, 


power and exhausted farm lands. Sixteen 
huge dams constructed along the five South- 
ern states’ waterway meant profitable em- 
ployment to thousands of local breadwin- 
ners. 


Homes replaced shacks, crops replaced 
stubble, profitable farming replaced tenancy 
and share-cropping. Refrigerators and milk- 
ing machines, electric pumps and electric 
ranges have entered these rural homes and 
farms. 


Diseases, ever-present in the region, have 
dropped to a minimum. Bank deposits 
soared, proportionately even above the na- 
tional average in the climb from the 1932 


deficient | 
navigation, depleted forests, unused water — 


low-water mark. Industries entéred 
region for the first time. 

I should like to stress two items of ut- 
most importance in discussing the proposed 
bill for the Missouri Valley. In the first 
place, all the proklems connected with the 
Tennessee Valley were treated as one, con- 
sequently handled by one organization, 


the 


What was achieved could never have been 
done either by the states acting separately 
(or collectively, because of poverty and 
some defects of fallen human nature!), or 
by the several Government agencies as- 


Signed to handle each phase of the problem 


separately. 


Second, although Congress did state the 
objectives of the TVA and held it account- 
able to the nation for the success and meth- 
ods used in achieving those objectives, nev- 
ertheless the authority was locally regional. 
That is, its chief executives, its main of- 
fices, its field workers, engineers, techni- 
cians, public relations officials, all per- 
formed their work in the region, 


They were on the spot to see conditions 
as they actually existed, and to receive the 
advice, criticism and complaints of the peo- 
ple most concerned with their work. While 
nationally sponsored, it was a regional af- 
fair—a fine example, despite imperfections, 
of handing responsibility and initiative back 
to the people so far as possible. Politics was 
kept out of the whole project. 


What MVA Would Do 


Just what do the proponents of the pro- 
posed Missouri Valley Authority expect? 
First, they want a unified organization to 
handle the various phases of the Missouri 
Valley problem, which are now handled

They intend to put an end to the dust 
bowl, ta reclaim for human use millions 
of acres of irrigable land, to revitalize other 
millions of acres stricken by drouth, gullied 
and eroded, plundered by floods. 


They want to generate more electricity, 
bring more industries into the region, And 
industries are sure to be tempted by plenti- 
ful and cheap electricity, cheap transporta- 
tion on the long, navigable river system 
and proximity to some of the nation’s rich- 
est resources.

Life of a Siberian Prospector 
Is a Thrilling Adventure Story 


“Prospector in Siberia,” by Jonas Lied. 

University Press, New York.) 

This autobiography offers a welcome 
change for war-jaded reading appetites. 
The author, like Truxton King, one of 
George Barr McCutcheon’s Graustark he- 
roes, sought “romance and adventure.” He 
found them, not in the European Theater 
of Operations, but by exploring the Siberian 
North, hunting wolves, plotting to rescue 
ex-Czar Nicholas II from Kerensky’s jail- 
ers and crossing swords with the dreaded 
Russian Cheka. The book recounts experi- 
ences survived by few men, 

+ * * 

Jonas Lied is a business man. Born in 
Norway, he sold machinery for British, 
German and American firms before win- 
ning fame and fortune by bringing Siberi- 
an furs to England through the Kara Sea 
“Northwest Passage.” When the Bolshevik 
revolution of 1917 brought confiscation of 
many foreign holdings in Russia, Lied ne- 
gotiated with Trotsky and Lenin for pres- 
ervation of his interests. Failing to secure 
assurances from the Communists, he turned 
to Kolchak, the White Russian General, 
who led the counter-revolution in Siberia. 

The early collapse of the Kolchak move- 
ment ended hopes for aid from that quar- 
ter. For his trouble, Lied found the Cheka 
suspicious of his activities and its chief, 
Felix Dzerjinsky, keeping a dossier of his 
movements, 

With occasional help from the Norwegian 
Government, Lied was able to continue as 
a concessionaire in the Soviet Union, Dur- 
ing the later 1920s he was agent for Cana- 
dian aluminum interests. He fell into dis- 
favor with Litvinov and others, and ulti- 
mately, when he left Russia in 1931, it was 
just one step ahead of the OGPU. Since 
then, he has maintained his office in Lon- 
don, though now he is planning to retire 
to Norway.

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Interesting is Lied’s evaluation of the 
Russian great he has met, He found that 
Nicholas II had “an extremely warm and 
friendly personality and could win sym- 
pathy at once with a glance of his eyes.” 
To him Trotsky was “pictorially repulsive.” 
As for Lenin, he was “Oriental-looking, a 
typical Tartar in Western attire.” Lied 
rates Lenin much higher than Trotsky, say- 
ing, “I was struck by the power of the per- 
sonality of Lenin, a man who knew his own 
mind. Lenin saw through me, as Trotsky 
did not.” 

The autobiographer has been everywhere 
and seen everything. His account reads 
more like the record of a sixteenth-century 
Muscovy Company trader than of a twen- 
tieth-century dollar diplomat. For a good 
antidote to the age of the atomic bomb, 
most persons sheuld enjoy “Prospector in 
Siberia.”

“History of World War II,” by Francis Trevelyan 
Miller, (John C. Winston Co., Philadelphia.) 
The whole story of the late war cannot 

yet be told. That must wait for the ex- 
amination of archives, the writing of mem- 
oirs, full reports by the armed forces and 
intelligence services of all nations, Until 
the hidden facts are disclosed, however, 
this detailed volume of almost 1000 pages 
will be a highly useful reference source, 
for its careful assembling of the data avail- 
able at the time of its compilation, 

A staff of some 200 specialists worked for 
four years in assembling the material, and 
also a collection of excellent photographs. 
The book is a creditable performance, con- 
sidering the limitations imposed by publi- 
cation so soon after the end of the war. It 
is certainly the best single volume of all- 
over war facts now available.

RANCE is going to have a brand-new democratic constitution. 


F liberal Catholics. Until such time as it comes into play, 
Charles de Gaulle will—in all probability—remain acting head of the 
Provisional Frenah Government. | 


These—in my judgment—are the 
eoncentrated results of Sunday's 
voting in France. 

If the various blinkered Ameri- 
ean officials and amateur experts 
©n world events who have system- 
atically misled the American pub- 
lic about France are sensitive, 
there must be an epidemic of red 
faces in high places. 

None—absolutely none—of the 
catastrophic predictions about 
France have come true. 


Neither Fascist, Nor Red. 


The French have repudiated any 
form of Fascism or conservatism. 
Those who explained the Petain 
conspiracy at Bordeaux and after 
as weariness with democratic 
ideas have been revealed as wish- 
ful thinkers or blind men. (Some 
who did still occupy high places 
in the State Department.) Charles 
de Gaulle has bowed to the expres- 
sion of the popular will—just as 
those of us who supported him 
from the first thought he would. 
He is not a military boss or an 
apprentice dictator—as the late 
President Roosevelt was mislea 
into believing. 

But neither has France “gone 
Communist.” The size of the Com- 
munist vote was impressive. Part 
of it was, no doubt, pure protest 
against the prevailing state of 
economic misery and general suf-

Is it necessary to point out that 
the French results, following so 
closely upon the victory of the 


demonstration that, under a truly 
democratic system, a people can 
realize any sort of effective re- 
forms, give itself any sort of so- 
cial system, that it chooses, with- 
out recourse to totalitarianism or 
terror? Clearly, of these the 
French people want neither.

Avery Brundage, president of 
the United States Olympic Com- 
mittee and vice president of the 
International Olympic group, said 
today that LA.A.F. “extended the 
hand of friendship” to Russia 
through an “unprecedented” invi- 
tation’ to membership. 

He said the recent action of the 
1.A.A.F, council in Stockholm was 
unusual because any nation pre- 
viously had to apply for member- 
ship. The group never before sin- 
gied out and wooed a prospective 
member. 

Russia Plans Big Program. 

Brundage, who attended the 
Stockholm meeting after confer- 
ring with the International Olym- 
pic Executive Committee in Lon- 
don last August, said Russia has 
developed a huge sports program, 
but has shown no inclination to 
display it before the rest of the 
world. 

“Two factors surround any dis- 
cussion of the subject,” he said. 
“First, Russia is an extremely 
proud nation and may decline to 
appear in international competi- 
tion without confidence of victory. 
Secondly, such competition means 
fraternization with athletes of 
other nations, something Russia 
generally has not permitted.” 

Brundage recalled that Russia 
was scheduled to compete in a 
recent allied track meet at Ber- 
lin but at the last minute with- 
drew without explanation. Rus- 
sia last competed in Olympics at 
Stockholm in 1912 and then let its 
LA.A.F. membership lapse. 

Implied in the 1LA.A,F. invita- 
tion is the requirement that Rus- 
sia must adhere to the organiza- 
tion’s rules and regulations and 
leave political aspirations outside 
the Olympic gates. Membership in 
the LA.A.F. is required for Olym- 
pic competition.

He declined to comment on re- 
ports previously attributed to him 
that Lausanne, headquarters of 
the International Olympics Com- 
mittee, had the inside track and 
that the winter games would be 
held in St. Moritz, named with 
Lake Placid as prospective sites 
for that phase of the next Olym- 
piad. : 

The Olympics have not been 
held since the memorable 1936 
games at Berlin, longest lapse in 
the classic’s history. The 1916 
. games were abandoned because of 
World War I, but the competition 
was resumed again in 1920 at 
Antwerp. | 

European Games Next Year. 

Brundage said the L.A.A.F. coun- 


cil decided to hold the European 
games in 1946 at either Stock- 
holm or Oslo and that despite 
war-wrought devastation, , Euro- 
pean athletic competition was of 
a surprisingly high caliber. 

It was doubtful, he said, 
whether the Pan American games 
would be held next year as sched- 
uled. That would mean a lapse 
until 1950, unless interested South 
American countries make an ef- 
fort to hold the games in 1947, 
said Brundage, who is president 
of the Pan-American Sports Com- 
mittee. He said Buenos Aires, 
designated as the 1942 host, pre- 
sumably still is interested in the 
first staging of the games.

Six on Army Coaching 
Staff, 1934-38, Listed 
As War Casualties 


NEW YORK, Oct. 23 (AP)— 
Brig. Gen. Emmet (Rosy) O’Don- 
nell, one-time Army grid great 
and recently an air force hero of 
World War II, related yesterday 
that only six of the 12-man West 
Point football coaching staff, of 
the mid-thirties came out of the 
war alive—and two of those six 
lost legs. 

In a surprise appearance at the 
New. York Football Writers’ 
luncheon, Rosy listed these casu- 
alties from the 1934-38 Army 
coaching staff:

HE recipe for these chocolate 
T erop cookies incorporates sev- 

eral new ideas. We decided not 
to use buttermilk as we usually 
do with chocolate to get a new 
sweet milk flavor in our chocolate 
cookies. The brown sugar makes 
a richer flavor than the white 
would have and right now brown 
sugar is easier to buy. The little 
bit of soda is used to counteract 
the slight bit of acid in the brown 
sugar and it also has the usual 
effect of making the chocolate 
reddish in color. Red chocolate 
always has more appeal for some 
reason than brown chocolate. The 
raisins and nuts both are happy 
additions, one for a chewy sweet 
flavor and the other for crunchi- 
ness. 

Chocolate Drop Cookies. 
Two cups sifted cake 
three-fourths teaspoon salt, 
fourth teaspoon soda, one tea- 
spoon baking powder, one cup 
brown sugar, half a cup shorten- 
ing, two ounces chocolate, two 
beaten eggs, one teaspoon vanilla, 
half a cup sweet milk, three- 
fourths cup chopped nut meats, 
half a cup seedless raisins. Sift 
salt, soda and baking powder. 
Cream sugar and shortening. Add 
melted chocolate, beaten eggs and 
vanilla and beat well, Add part 
of flour and beat, then add milk 
and remaining flour, beating after 
each addition. Add nut meats and 
raisins and mix just enough to 
distribute. Drop by spoonfuls on 
an Oiled baking sheet. Bake at 
850 degrees for 10 to. 12 minutes.

when we should preserve 
them, and here in New York City 
I understand that the war is on 
again between our very efficient 
park commissioner, Robert Moses, 
and such people in the city as 
really care about preserving old 
landmarks. The issue this time 
is Fort Clinton, which was de- 
signed by John McComb, the ar- 
chitect of our city hall. 

The fort should be preserved as 
one of New York City’s historic 
spots. Heaven knows, I am not 
one of the people who object to 
change when it is really necessary 
to bring about improvements. But 
there are very few of these old 
landmarks left. The walls of Fort 
Clinton are nine feet thick, it 
speaks of years gone by when forts 
really could defend New York, and 
it might serve as a landmark to 
teach many children the history of 
their city.

In 1941, the Board of Estimate 
authorized Mr. Moses to destroy 
the fort. A short time ago, Presi- 
dent Nathan of the Borough of 
Manhattan moved to rescind that 
vote. But Mr. Moses is a power- 
ful antagonist, and while under 
ordinary circumstances the Board 
of Estimate might be willing to let 
the old fort stand, and feel rather 
happy about it, they certainly 
would not be happy to antagonize 
Mr. Moses. 

I am sure I am not the only 
older person in New York who 
has associations with this build- 
ing. I have been there with my 
children. I have an affection for 
the battery, and I can remember 
when a very old and charming 
cousin, who once’ danced with 
Lafayette, told me how the high 
society of her day promenaded 
on the battery. I Hke to see it all 
in my mind's eye when I go back 
and walk there. I don’t want to 
give up my modern comforts and 
live as my ancestors did. I like 
central heating and running water 
—but that doesn’t seem to enter 
into this controversy, since no one 
is going to have to live in the fort. 
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In Washington, I found that all 
young people who visited the 
White House seemed to be im- 
pressed by the fact that it still 
had the same walls which were 
in the original house before it 
was burned when the City of 
Washington was captured in the 
War of 1812. For that reason, I 
think in a, completely recondi- 
tioned Battery Park with all of 
the old landmarks removed there 
will be nothing to tie the imagi- 
nation to the history of the past. 

Down at Williamsburg, Virginia, 
much money and research and 
architectural skill have been put 
into rebuilding many buildings 
that had almost disappeared, so 
that we can see how people once 
lived and how they carried on 
their local government in the ear- 
liest days of our country. Thous- 
ands of people go there to see a 
reconstructed town, Why, then, 
do we have to destroy such things 
as we have still intact from the 
past?

ASE H-209: Theodore H. Cutler, aged 36, was formerly 
E Professor of Applied Psychology at the University of Den- 
ver. Now in the Navy and stationed at Mare Island because 
of his expert knowledge of personnel administration, he ar- 
ranged for me to stop there on my recent lecture tour of the 
West. Captain C. D. Wheelock met us when we arrived from 
San Francisco, and showed us around. We saw probably the 
largest machine shop west of the Mississippi, and other high- 
lights of this great nava) industrial plant, and Mrs. Crane and 
I received a liberal education under Captain Wheelock’s excel- 
lent tutelage. 

That night we all had dinner at the Officers Club as guests 
ef Commander Dersheimer and his very attractive wife. And 
by “all,” I refer to the Acting Commandant G. C. Klein and 
his wife, plus vivacious Mrs. Wheelock and the Cutlers.

“YOU'LL FIND these men are keen scientists and greatly 
interested in every possible improvement in personnel effi- 
ciency,” Professor Cutler had previously informed me, and he 
was quite correct. 

“Our workers come to the Island in some 300 big busses 
or else in their private automobiles,” Commander Dersheimer 
explained. : 

“They reside in congested cities that have mushroomed 
during the war. Even when we reduce personnel problems to 
a minimum the eight hours they are on the job, we still find 
that their dilemmas and worries during the 16 hours off the 
job have a significant bearing on industrial efficiency. 

“For example, women workers will often present medical 
eertificates as justification for quitting their ‘jobs. Yet in 
personai interviews, we may find the real problem is lack of 
sufficient neighborhood interests, recreation or domestic tran- 
guility.

OFF the job, it soon is likely to become evident in greater labor 
turnover, or absence because of so-called sickness, or ill-will 
and irritability while he is ON the job.”

Fabrics 
especially designed for several 
companies also contributed much 
to the effectiveness of the fash- 


ns. 

The originality of the styles de- 
veloped here has been a distinc- 
tive feature of the market, no 
two companies following the same 
pattern of thought. However, a 
certain basic trend of theme and 
silhouette goes through the dif- 
ferent collections to give the 
clothes a definite St. Louis Junior 
flair. Foremost is the attention to 
the fullness at the hips in con- 
trast to complete elimination of 
bulk at the waistline. Such a 
silhouette is augmented by 
rounded yokes and easy shoulders 
with a certain fullness at the arm- 
holes. 

The bulk at the hips has noth- 
ing in common with the old type 
of dirndl which so long Was an 
sociated with junior styles. Nei- 
ther has it any alliance with the 
princesse silhouette which flat 
tened the figure through the mid- 
riff and swung into certain full- 
hess in the skirt section.

Bridge

N yesterday’s column I pointed 
| out that any bid made by an 
opponent must be given careful 
consideration by declarer when he 
gets around to planning his play. 
If the only bid made by the en- 
emy was a pre-emptive (shutout), 
declarer has that much more in- 
formation at his command, Ob 
serve this case: 
South, dealer. 
North-South vulnerable.

North might have jumped to 
three hearts instead of showing 
diamonds, but in any case the six- 
heart contract should have been 
reached—and made. 

West led the spade nine. Win- 
ning with the blank ace, declarer 
automatically led a low trump, and 
since West was not #0 naive (or 
panicky) to play the 10 or jack, 
and since South was not peeking 
into East’s hand and could not 
know about the void in trumps, 
the contract was as good as gone, 
right there. South could dis¢ard 
One club on dummy’s diamonds, 
but a club and a heart loser bee 
came inevitable. 

Had there been no opposing bid- 
ding Bouth would have been able 
to blame a malign fate for this 
unhappy outcome. But there had 
been some bidding by the enemy— 
a highly significant bid by East! 
The jump to four spades—which 
of course East had made in a 
desperate effort to forestall a game 
or slam by North-South—marked 
East with a very long spade suit. 
Thus, if either defender was void 
of trumps—the only danger South 
faced—it almost certainly would 
be East, not West. South could 
not assume that this was the case, 
but he could and should have 
found out! The right first lead of 
trumps was the queen. If both 
adversaries followed, the suit was 
breaking; but if only West fol- 
lowed, a second lead would make 
him split his honors, and after re- 
turning to his own hand it would 
be easy for south to lead a third 
trump for a proved finesse against 
West's remaining 10-x or J-x, ;
